when fallen, encourage them when deſponding, refreſh 
them when ſpent, ſtrengthen them againſt difficulties e in 
4 ward, fo hedge in their Paths by a conſtant, ſtrict, 
but gentle diſcipline, ſo conduct them, go before them 
and inure them to the Journey, that their feet may cer- 
tainly be guided into the ways of peace, and that they 
may walk and not faint, run and not be weary, yea, 
run not as at uncertainty, but ſo that they may in- 
Falibly obtain, and figiſh their courſe with joy. 


Till theſe three things are jointly dont, the child is not 
trained up in his way; te the neglect of theſe, eſpecial- 
ly the two laſt, we ought to impute the many miſcarriages 
in our education and teaching; few having skill and pa- 
ti ce to engage their Childrens Mill, and aſſure their 
Practice; aud ſome good men have been deterred from the 
laſt, by à very bad Opinion; that to aſſiſt thoſe,” that o- 
therwiſe can't proceed, with written forms of ſound 
words, though taten even from the Scriptures themſelves, 
is to quench the Spirit, and prevent his holy Operations; 
when indeed, to refuſe his infpired helps given for that 
very purpoſe, is the thing that does ſo. 


6. That they are thus to be trained up, while Children, 
mhile flexible, and governable, and conſcious of their in- 
ability to direct their own way, and of their depend- 
ence on their Guides; vefore they are prejudiced, or other=
